SOMEBODY BLUNDERED. 
It is difficult to understand, in the light of the last ten 
years, ex perience, how a clause ever was placed in the 
Versailles treaty requiring the victorious allies to disarm 
progressively to the present level of Germany. 
Allied 
statesmen could not have wished such a clause, c on s ul t ­ 
ing F ra nce ’s traditional demand for security, and Em/- 
land ’s traditional status 
as mistress of the seas. 
Since th< 
treaty of Versailles was signed some of the powers which 
pledged themselves to progressive disrmament have a i m ­ 
ed themselves to a point that indicates nothin* less than 
had faith. 
Perhaps it was in fear of Germany, hut they 
never have accused Germany officially of rearm ing h e r­ 
self. 
P erhaps it was the idealistic Woodrow Wilson who 
got that clause in the treaty. 
If so, Mr. \N ilson was a 
smart man. 
But he was not smart enough to ioresee that 
if the terms of the clause ever were carried out, France 
and the allies would eventually find themselves again at 
the mercy of Germany. 
Ghanceilor Hitler, in requiring that the allies disarm as 
provided in the treaty and in the league of nations coven­ 
ant, is sm arter than .Mr. Wilson was. 
G ermany has more 
m anpow er th an France and for the same reason has little 
to fear from Italy. 
In the m atter of m anpow er alone Ger­ 
m any can hold her own against any one of the allies, and 
probably against any 
t w o or three of them if we ex cept 
England and France. 
T hat is why the astute Mr. Hitler dem ands that they 
disarm and get down to fundam entals. 
Such a course, 
pledged by the allies themselves, would again m ake G er­ 
many a threat to them all. 
Furtherm ore, G e rm a ny’s 
p r e s ­ 
ent lack of allies could be eliminated by such a situation 
because a powerful nation always can tind triends. 
Only an incurable idealist could hope that the allies 
will disarm and face G ermany on equal terms, or that it 
they fail to disarm, G erm any will remain without mean* 
of defense and 
a g g r e s s i on .

MOST BUSINESS MEN ARE GOOD CITIZENS. 
In all the talk now current about need for development 
of a new spirit in American business, it is important that 
we do not make the mistake of judging’ sill American busi­ 
ness men by the spectacle which a very few hav» m ade of 
themselves. 
One of the great purposes of the NRA program is to 
make possible some sort of effective, broad-gauge co ope­ 
ration among business and industrial units. 
It is perfect­ 
ly true th a t our pre-NRA system let greed go unchecked,) 
and that the unrestrained working of that greed was in 
n o I 
small measure responsible for the depression. 
But we could not m ake a greater mistake than to a s ­ 
sume that the rank and file of business men should be in-1 
eluded in the indictment which properly has been leveled 
at a comparatively small number. 
For ex ample, such men as Wiggin and Mitchell admit 
to a Senate committee th at their prime interest all along; 
was to feather their own nests at no m atte r what cost to 
others; and Secretary of Agriculture Henry W allace a n ­ 
nounces that “ we need a new type of business m an’’ who 
is willing to subordinate a part of his own interests foi 
the general good. 
True enough. 
Yet the Mitchells and Wiggins were, n r- 
ter all, the ex ception. 
The average business man

good an American citizen as anyone rise. 
He is not on the job for his health, of course 
who B? 
- - b ut he does have a very definite and strong desire to be 
something more than just a buyer and » seller of m erch an­
